Excavation of 400 cu. yds. of earth for the abutments; 
Supplying and driving of 3200 lin. ft. of piles; Concrete in 
olace for the abutments and superstructure 600 cu. yd.; Rein- 
forcing steel 33.4 tons; in addition to this, 30,974 cu. yds of dirt 
was excavated for the embankment east and west of the 
bridge; Two 6 ft. arch pipe culverts 54 feet long were install- 
ed; 1420 ft. of 6” perforated corrugated pipe were installed 
for draining the subsoil in the hills; and 171,942 ft of 18” con- 
crete pipe and 3 catch basins were installed to carry the sur-. 
tace water from east of the east hill to Big Creek; 3500 ft. of 
Highway Guard has been erected on the embankments; 2159 
tons of gravel was placed on the road. The total cost of the 
whoie scheme to date is $36,241.44. 


The completion of this project has eliminated a dangerous 
condition on the County Road System and is certainly appre- 
ciate! by the ratepayers in the western part of the County. 
The Bridge was officially opened by Mr. Bruce Whitside, 
Warden of the County, in June, 1942, with the majority of the 
County Council and a number of interested ratepayers of the 
County. 


A dangerous corner on Road 7, one concession north of 
the above work has been improved, also the corners at the 
intersection of County Road 15 and the sixth concession road 
of the Township of Woodhouse have been improved and a 
bad driving hazard has been eliminated. 


The retreatment of the tar roads and also the long mulch 
patches as shown in the estimates submitted to the County 
Council in May, 1942, were all completed. The total estimated 
cost of the retreatment and double surface treatment was 
$28,500., the actual cost of this work being $27,206.21. The 
estimated amount for the mulch patches was $12,000., the ac- 
tual cost being $11,162.82. 


The letter received from the Department of Highways 
in regard to post war construction, and read to you by the 
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County Clerk, is one of considerable importance as it opens 
up the opportunity to a closer co-operation between the 
County organization and the other Municipalities in the 
County in the purchase and use of necessary machinery. I 
shall be pleased to work with the Committee that is appointed 
in accordance with'the suggestions in the above mentioned 
letter: 


The four G.M.C. 3 ton Trucks purchased by the County 
n 1940 and 1941 were used on the various works and the fol- 
lowing gives some information in regard to the costs, etc.: 


The mileage as recorded on the speedometers of the four 
trucks since they were purchased is 217,425 miles. Number 
of hburs worked 20,051. Cost of repairs and labor $1,749.09. 
‘Cost of new tires and repairs to tires $1,557.94. Gasoline 
$1,608.67. Wages paid to operator $6,626.30. Oils, greases 
and miscellaneous $582.92. Insurance $688.32. 


Cost per mile travelled 12.25, cost per hour $1.33, miles 
per gallon of gasoline 10.9. 


Placed to Machinery reserve account since purchase of 
trucks to December 31, 1942, $8,937.93. 


I regret to report that Peter Bauslaugh, foreman in the 
east part of the County, received a severe fracture of the leg 
at the knee in June, 1942. He has been unable to work since 
but the condition of the knee is improving and trust he will 
be able to resume work in the spring. David Barber has car- 
ried on efficiently in Peter Bauslaugh’s place. The mainten- 
ance work in the western part of the County has been carried 
on by Walter Swick very satisfactorily. The County Road 
Books kept by Mrs. Klitzke have been audited by the Depart- 
ment Auditor and found correct. 


I desire to thank the County Council and the County 
Road Committee for their cooperation during the past year.
